in snakes, the sight of which caus­ 


es most people to instantly shy 


away in haste. 
According to the Marine, he has 
been interested in herpetology, a 
, b u n ch of zoology devoted to rep­ 
tiles and 
amphibians, 
since the 
age of ten. In high school. Miller 
took two years of advanced bio­ 
logy and after entering the Ma­ 
rines. he completed a correspon­ 
den! e course on the same subject. 
Since his arrival in the Twenty- 
nine Palm s area. Miller has cag­ 
ed various species of reptiles, at 
one tune having 33 enclosed in his 
pens. 
Reptiles Nocturnal 
Bob's chance to start collecting 
reptiles cam e upon Ins joining this 
Base in December of 1938, recall­ 
ed the fire controlm an. W hi I e 
serving with the provost marshal 
section on the town patrol, many 
snakes were found crossing roads 
during the hours of drakness. Most 
desert reptiles are nocturnal by 
nature, m eaning active by night 
Miller explained. 
With aid from m em bers of the 
local 
Sheriff 
Departm ent, 
wh o 
would receive calls for snake dis­ 
posing and 
in turn call on the 
M arine patrolm an, he would add 
to his collection and at the same 
tim e, 
serve 
the 
com m unity 
at 
large. 
M issileman Miller disclosed dur­ 
ing an interview, a fact not com- 
mcnly known — that the United 
Slates has its own native Boa Con­ 
atrictor, usually 
associated 
with 
the python found in Central and 
South Americas, noted for their 
size and crushing 
powers. 
The 
American Boa is called "The Cali­ 
fornia Rosy Boa" and not many 
exist. 
Rosy the Boa 
Rosy, the Boa. is found only in 
tme area in the United States and 
just a short distance, from here. 
W hitewater Canyon, located north 
of highway 60 between Banning 
and Morongo, is its habitat. Ac­ 
cording to Miller, they also must 
be hunted at night, as they stay 
underground during the hot sun 
of the day. 
Three California Rosy Boas, in 
four trips, were caught in Bob and 
a form er M arine buddy and placed 
tn pens. His buddy kept one upon 
his release from active duty and 
one was returned to m other na­ 
ture. Rosy number three died of 
poisoning after 
killing 
a 
rattle­ 
snake and trying to devour the ( 
carcass of his catch.

BOB CONSIDINE: 


After years of agitation and repeated 
•ppeals to the state for improvement and 
widening of the wholly inadequate Highway 
111 between Palm Springs and Indio, some­ 
thing definite finally has evolved. 
At least, we have the word of Gov. 
Brown that the California Highway Com­ 
mission is much concerned about the defi- 
ciences of the present highway and that 
plans for its early improvement are now in 
the making. 
Highway 111 which traverses the rapidly 
growing Desert Empire with its booming 
communities, has long been hard put to 
handle the ever-increasing flow of traffic. 
Two lanes most of its length between this 
city and Indio and with several sharp curves, 
it has more often than not been ov ercrow ded 
and the cause of mans’ accidents. 
If ever a highway needed four lanes — 
two either way — it is this stretch of High­ 
way 111 for it handles two sharply distinct 
classes of traffic. It is the main thoroughfare 
for those who have business to attend to and 
want to move right along. And it also is the 
favorite road for our visitors who come to 
see the sights of the desert and naturally 
drive slowly in order not to miss anything. 
As a result, it is a frustrating experience 
for those with appointments to keep or who 
have to be on the job at a specified hour. 
Tt doesn't help for the latter to take the prob­ 
able delavs into consideration and start ear­ 
lier. for the traffic jams are unpredictable. 
They are either bad or worse. 
Rendered impatient by the understand­ 
ing!}’ leisurely pace of the sight-seers many 
a driver, even at a normal rate of speed, has 
taken a chance in passing — and another ac­ 
cident has been recorded. The two-lane high­ 
way is not, and has not for a long time, been 
sufficient. 
But remedial action in the past years. 


has run into many obstacles, fruitless talk 
of a freeway, changes in routing, other delavs. 


Now, however, indications are that the 
long years of waiting and sain appeals for 
action, are nearing an end. 


Gov. Brown, replying to a letter from 
S. G Yanier, manager of the Indian Wells 
Property Owners Association, declared tliat 
the state contemplates the improvement of 
the highway to a conventional four-lane thor­ 
oughfare from San Rafael Road at the north­ 
ern end of the city, all the way to Miles Av­ 
enue in Indio. 


He declared that the current Highway 
111 widening project from San Rafael north­ 
ward to the present end of the four-lane high­ 
way from Whitewater Point, for which the 
contract has been awarded, is the first step 
in the over-all plans for improvement all of 
the way to Indio. 


The governor has also declared that pro­ 
posals for a freeway are still under study 
but that this project is still far in the future. 
In the meantime, he believes, that the widen­ 
ing of the present highway, following prac­ 
tically the same route as at present, will al­ 
leviate present deficiencies. 


And in this, the governor is right. With 
a cut-over connection between Palm Canvon 
Drive and Indian Avenue at the north end 
of the city, completion of the project will 
mean a four-lane thoroughfare the entire 
length, eliminate the downtown bottleneck 
here and solve a oroblem that too long has 
been plaguing traffic. 


The slower-moving sight-seers will not 
be pestered by honking horns (providing thev 
stay in the right lane) and the busy driver 
will be able to keep his appointments.

Busi­ 
nessmen themselves thrive on the 
honesty of their trade and re­ 
spectability of their homes. There 
are a host of reasons and a moun­ 
tain of quotations and citations 
that could be marshaled to remin 
Americans that free enterprise 
and opinionated indiv ¡dualism are 
good things for any country—but 
why are such reminders neces­ 
sary? How is it that we find our 
government officially supporting 
the Congo's attempt at a com­ 
pulsory share-the-wealth unifica­ 
tion with a province that demon­ 
strably wants to do it alone? 
Katanga is not only pro-capital­ 
ist, and pro-Western, but it is 
also pro-white.
